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Continuation of 2: NOTE: The new issue(s) being: an image processing system in which an image reading device is connected to a 
plurality of client terminals and a file server via a communication line as recited in claim 7. 

Furthermore, Applicant's arguments in a Request for Reconsideration have been fully considered buy they are not persuasive. Applicant 
argued the following: 

(a) Applicant's admitted prior art does not mention a directory structure or a directory hierarchy. 

(b) Barrett does not describe the relation between the operation screen and any other device. 

The Examiner disagrees for the following reasons: 

(a) In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); 
In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). The Office Action clearly indicates that hierarchical directories 
consisting of files in a hierarchical tree format are well known in the art. Furthermore, Barrett teaches an image processing system 
wherein contents of the operation hierarchy of the operation screen of the image reading device correspond to contents of the directory 
for recording the images (figs. 4-5; col. 5, lines 21-59). 

(b) An operation screen and a directory structure is the teaching extracted from Barrett, which Applicant accedes that Barrett teaches. 
However, the relation between the operation screen and any other device is taught by Applicant's admitted prior art (page 1, line 12 and 
15; page 2, lines 6-22).
